were killed when the Royal Ail- 
Force swooped down on -the "/ould- 
bc invaders, clumped oil on the 
seas .and destroyed the Armada 
with llaming death. 


Purported eye-witness corrobora- 


lion of these reports, written by 
British newsmen after the Norman- 
dy invasion and 
quoting French 


and Belgian nurses who claimed to 
have treated some of ih<? :'e\v Ger- 
man survivors, was recalled in con- 
nection with the War Department's 
release of a volume of Nazi docu- 
ments seized after the surrender 
uf Germany.
